article recently published by Chevalier on 
Post Office Reform, in which he recom< 
mends a great reduction on the postage 
of letters. The present postage on let- 
ters from the north to the south of France 
is 30 cents, yet in neither of these dis- 
tricts can a day laborer gain over 25 o1 
39 cents a day in harvest time, aud 15 
at other seusons. The report of the 
committee on postage, sppointed by the 
chamber last year, and presided over by 
M. Chegary, is highly commended. This 
report recommends establishing a uniform 
charge of 4 cents for all letters. excep! 
those mailed at Paris for the city itself, 
and in any town for the town itself; th: 
first of which should pay three cents, and 
the latter two'cents, as at present. The 
commitice is of opinion that if the tax 
were reduced to four cents, it would be 
well to abolish the present system of 
franking offica letters; and finally it 
observes that if England, in piace of 
adopting a tax of two certs, had left it at 
four cents the postal reform would have 
boncfittcd the treasory: instead of injuring
